It was late in 
the evening, so the 
couple stayed in a hotel 
in Shrewsbury 
overnight. 

They returned to 
Birmingham New Street 
the next morning - and 
found that due to the 
terrible weather 
conditions trains still 
were not operating. 
Coaches had been 
cancelled too. 

Wendy said: “John 
phoned taxi firms to see 
if someone would drive 
us back to Barry. They 
were quoting figures of 


between £500 and £800. 

“I was getting 
stressed out because I 
was anxious to get 
home.” 

John approached 
Victoria Cars and at 
first the drivers said 
‘no’, but then Wahid 
Rehman stepped 
forward and said: “I 
will take you.” 

His charge was £400, 
half what some firms 
had quoted, and an 
amount Wendy and 
John were happy to pay 
bearing in mind it was 
going to take Wahid 
most of the day and he 
was taking on 
treacherous conditions. 

They left at noon and 
arrived on Barry Island 
at around 3pm. 

Wendy and John 
invited him in for coffee 
and biscuits and handed 
him a bouquet to give to 
his mum. Wahid’s return 
journey with conditions 
worsening took four 
hours. 

Wendy added: “He 
took a massive chance. 
“Most people wouldn’t 
have driven in those 
conditions. We are so 
grateful to him.”

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Vale Council 
motion on 
‘incinerator’ 


AT a Vale Council 
meeting last week, 
councillors 
overwhelmingly 
backed a motion 
demanding an 
Environmental 
Impact Assessment 
(EIA) be carried out 
on the Biomass UK 
No 2 Ltd plant at 
Barry docks. 

The motion was put 
forward by Cllr Vincent 
Bailey. 

It came after the 
Minister for 

Environment Hannah 
Blythyn’s comments that 
she is minded to direct 
Natural Resources Wales 
that an EIA be ordered. 

The motion called on 
councillors to “note with 
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concern” NRWs decision 
to grant a permit to 
operate the plant and 
urged the Welsh 
Government to have an 
EIA carried out. 

A total of 44 
councillors backed the 
motion, with one 
abstention. 

After the vote, Cllr 
Bailey said: “I’m 

absolutely delighted to 
see councillors working 
together to show the 
public that we 
understand and share 
their concerns on the 


incinerator. 

“Across all parties, 
and in all parts of the 
Vale, we took this 
opportunity to speak with 
one voice on behalf of 
our residents. 

“At the heart of this 
campaign is a genuine 
concern shared by all of 
us about the effect of the 
proposed plant and its 
effect on public health.” 

He added: “We rose to 
that challenge and sent a 
clear message that the 
Vale Council is opposed 
to an incinerator.”

Pupils examine 
the geology of 
Pembrokeshire 


OVER the past few 
weeks both the AS 
and GCSE geology 
groups have 

completed their 
fieldwork visits to 
study the geology of 
the Pembrokeshire 
coast. 

The year-12 (AS) pupils 
spent two days studying 
the geology of the area 
around St David’s. They 
studied the evidence for 
both volcanic and tectonic 
activity in the area, also 
taking measurements of 
the intense folding and 
faulting. Pupils also had 
the chance to practise their 
practical skills in readiness 
for the summer exams. 

The year-11 (GCSE) 
pupils travelled to Marloes 
Sands in Pembrokeshire 
and studied the varied 
geology exposed along the 
coast. This included 
ancient lava flows, fossil 
bearing rocks and folded 
rock layers. They will now 
complete their field 
investigation as part of the 
GCSE course. 

Both visits were very 
successful as the students 
were able to collect a range 
of observations and data in 
their notebooks. The 
Pembrokeshire weather 
was kind to us throughout. 
All of the pupils taking 
part in the trips did so with 
enthusiasm and interest 
and were a credit to the 
school.

DIAG raises 
questions over 
chromium-6 


ALEXIS 
LIOSATOS, 
chairman of DIAG 
has written to The 
GEM regarding the 
Barry Incinerator: 

“I am writing to draw 
attention to a worrying 
fact that the Docks 
Incinerator Action Group 
have uncovered about 
the Barry Incinerator. 

“We know Natural 
Resources Wales have 
controversially granted 
the incinerator a permit 
to operate. What the 
thousands of local 
residents living right 
next to the incinerator do 
not know is that NRW 
are also permitting the 
Barry incinerator to 
release excessive 
amounts of chromium-6 
into the environment. 

“Chromium-6 is 
dangerous and 
carcinogenic, whether it 
is released into water or 
the air. It is also 
notorious as the 
pollutant featured in the 
biographical film Erin 
Brockovich. 

“DIAG uncovered this 
disturbing information in 
NRW’s own Air Quality 
Document. Apparently, 
for at least the first year 
of its operation, NRW 
intends to allow the 
incinerator to potentially 
release over 600 per cent 
of the legal limit of 
chromium-6 into the 
environment! 

“NRW’s response to 
this frightening data was 
not to refuse the permit 
until the pollution could 
be proved to be under 


the legal limit. No, NRW 
merely commented that 
the situation needs 
“further assessment” and 
granted the permit! 

“The people of Barry 
will not be reassured by 
this lax attitude to our 
health and safety. DIAG 
believes that allowing 
over six times the legal 
limit of a potentially 
cancer-causing pollutant 
is wrong. 

“We would urge 
readers of The GEM to 
spread the word and to 
protest against this by 
writing to their local 
councillor. Please visit

k to learn how you can 
do this.” 

Natural Resources 
Wales said there was 
no risk to the public 
and supplied the 
following summary on 
chromium-6 emissions: 

The legal emission 
limit will not be 
exceeded and it is 
possible that chromium- 
6 will not be detectable 
in the actual emissions 
from the plant. 

In order to assess the 
potential impact of the 
plant during the 
permitting stage before 
it is operated, realistic 
worst-case assumptions 
were made about the 
amount of chromium-6 
that could be present in 
the emissions. 

These potential 
chromium-6 emissions 
are around one to two 
ten-millionths 
(0.00000013) of a gram 
per cubic metre of flue 


gas released from the 
chimney, or more than 
10,000 times less than 
the emission limit value. 

The maximum 
allowable concentration 
of chromium-6 in the 
environment (this is after 
dispersion from the 
chimney) is 0.2 
thousand-millionths of a 
gram per cubic metre of 
ambient air. 

The maximum 
predicted level of 
chromium-6 in the 
ambient air around the 
biomass plant, using the 
realistic worst-case 
assumption for emission 
levels, is less than 1 per 
cent of the maximum 
allowable concentration, 
or about 2 million- 
millionths of a gram per 
cubic metre of ambient 
air. 

These levels of 
chromium-6 are so small 
it is unlikely that any 
will be detected or be 
present in reality, but we 
are requiring Biomass 
UK No.2, the plant 
operator, to check that 
this is the case in the 
first 15 months of 
operation as a 
precaution. 

NRW expects 
chromium-6 levels, if it 
is detected in the 
emissions at all, to be 
significantly below the 
maximum allowable 
concentration. 

There is, therefore, 
expected to be no risk to 
the public from 
emissions of chromium-6 
during operation of the 
biomass plant. 


Penarth Beach 
Wardens helping keep 
the coastline clean 


FOUNDED by Chris Wyatt of 
the local Penarth Civic 
Society (PCS), since 2007, 
Penarth Beach Wardens 
(PBW) have regularly 
patrolled the local coastline 
from Cardiff Barrage area to 
Lavernock Point, picking up 
litter left by neglectful beach 
users. 

There are currently 12 volunteers 
who choose their time and place and 
how long they stay collecting the very 
varied items left or washed up on the 
shore. 

Each warden is a member of the 
PCS, which covers the general 
administration for the group, 
negotiates licences and other working 
relationships with beach owners and 
local authorities, and provides 
insurance cover in case of accidents 
etc. 

The Vale Council departments are 
very supportive, supplying the group 
with litter picks, gloves and bin bags. 

The council also pick up the filled 
bags from pre-arranged locations and 
their early morning collection staff 
have also on occasion come onto the 
beach to help remove larger items. 

While some may argue that this 
service should come under the remit 
of the local council, the hours and 
people power required are clearly 
beyond their budget. 

Beach wardens can choose to 
work alone or team up, so it is 


important for the group to meet up 
occasionally just for a catch-up. 

Penarth, luckily, has a variety of 
local watering holes where we can 
meet for a friendly chat, exchanging 
of ideas and general catch-up. 

Most rubbish is general litter, 
paper, cans, bottles, plastic and in 
summer disposable barbecues. 

Although a great number of items 
are fishing-related, they generally 
seem to come from visiting 
fishermen, who not only leave their 
empty bait bags and hand towels but 
also bus and train tickets, empty food 
and drink containers. On occasion, 
rag worms have also been found 
discarded in old newspaper and left to 
die on the beach. 

Unfortunately, there are also a few 
dog walkers who seem to think that 
after picking up their pet’s deposit it 
is okay to then leave the filled bag on 
the beach. 

Other items range from children’s 
toys and shoes to a pair of man’s 
trousers (no sightings of naked man’s 
legs have been reported so far!) a 
broken keyboard, some crystal wine 
glasses, a passport, knickers, knives, 
lighters, etc. We are currently 
collecting items for a display so if 
you find anything unusual or 
interesting please let us know.

RESIDENTS at 
Barry Quays 

Waterfront estate 
were astonished to 
find snow in their 
lofts following 
Storm Emma. 

They were concerned 
as to whether there had 
been any damage caused 
to electrics, walls or 
plasterboard in their 
houses 

Wayne Kamans said 
that he and fellow 
residents had been 
exchanging information 
on the phenomenon on a 
social media group. 

“There are around 30 
to 40 people who seem to 
have experienced it, and 
each time I go onto the 
group a new person has 
joined.” 

Mr Kamans, who 
bought his house from 
Persimmon just over two 
years ago, was alerted to 
the problem by another 
resident. 

“A neighbour told me 
about the problem and 
when I went up to the 
attic I found snow on 
pipes and boxes.” 

Mr Kamans said that 
he is concerned because 
although he has a 10-year 


warranty on his property, 
he won’t be covered for 
any damage caused. 

The theory is that the 
snow must have come in 
through ventilation 
points in the roof. 

Mr Kamans said that 
some people have had 
worse problems than 
him, and that for families 
with young children it 
had been worrying 
because people were 
concerned about damp in 
bedrooms. 

One resident, who 
lives in a Taylor Wimpey 
property, had to remove 
eight bin bags of snow 
from her attic, she said: 
“We have got leaks 


through our ceiling, and 
above a window it is 
dripping constantly 
causing a break in the 
wall.” 

A spokesman for 
Persimmon Homes East 
Wales said: “We are 
aware that a number of 
our customers have had 
problems with snow in 
their attics over the last 
couple of days. 

“We are reassuring 
customers that there is no 
defect with their 
properties. This has 
occurred due to a very 
rare combination of high 
winds and fine snow. 

“The snow has been 
blown into the building 
through the eaves and 
ridge ventilation, which 
have to be in place to 
prevent condensation. 

“Customers are 
advised to contact their 
home insurance 

supplier.” 

Taylor Wimpey 
customer care has said it 
will be visiting the 
woman who had to 
remove sacks of snow 
from her attic.

Dinas Powys man endures an 
18 hour wait for ambulance

Mr Mackie, who is 
registered disabled and 
has chronic obstructive 
pulmonary disease, 
described the situation 
as “absolutely 
ridiculous” and his 
treatment as 
“horrendous”. 

While accepting that 
the cold weather had 
caused considerable 
pressures on the health 
service, Andrew RT 
Davies AM said it 
highlighted the Welsh 
Government’s poor 
record on ambulance 
response times. 

He claimed changes 
to the way response 
times are measured 
amounted to “moving 


the goalposts” and had 
only encouraged 
situations like Mr 
Mackie’s to occur. 

Mr Davies said: 

“The Welsh 

Government’s approach 
to ambulance response 
times has been nothing 
short of scandalous and 
they are more 
interested in avoiding 
criticism rather than 
meeting patients’ 
needs. 

“Changes to the way 
response times are 
measured have not 
helped the situation, 
which has occurred due 
to poor management of 
the system by the 
Welsh Government. 

“It goes without 
saying that Mr 


Mackie’s situation was 
completely 

unacceptable, having to 
wait almost 20 hours 
for an ambulance to 
arrive. 

“This amounted to 
an overnight wait for 
someone who is 
elderly, registered 
disabled and is simply 
not good enough. 

“The cold weather 
has of course impacted 
on health services, but 
the Welsh Government 
need to face up and get 
a grip of the situation 
so incidents like Mr 
Mackie’s do not occur 
in future.” 

The Welsh 
Ambulance Service 
said the wait was 18 
hours and 13 minutes. 


Avian flu found in 
Barry buzzard 


THE Welsh 

Government has 
been told that a wild 
bird in Barry was 
found with Avian 
flu. 

The dead buzzard was 
found with the H5N6 
virus, which is the same 
strain found in wild birds 
in England over recent 
weeks. It is the first 
finding in Wales this 
year. 

The dead bird was 
tested by a non- 
governmental 
organisation as part of 
wild bird surveillance. 

The H5N6 strain of 
influenza affects birds, 
not people, and the risk 
to public health is 
negligible. 

Cabinet Secretary for 
Energy, Planning and 
Rural Affairs Lesley 
Griffiths said: “The 
finding of highly 
pathogenic Avian 

influenza H5N6 in a wild 
bird in Barry follows 
recent findings of the 
disease in wild birds in 
England and across 
Europe. This finding is 
not unexpected at this 
time of year and there is a 
constant risk of the 
disease at this time. 

“It follows our recent 
calls for bird keepers to 
be vigilant and practice 
high levels of biosecurity 
and the introduction of 
an ‘All Wales Prevention 
Zone’ on January 25 to 
mitigate the risk to 
poultry and other captive 
birds.” 

Senior Veterinary 
Officer for Wales Dr 
Gavin Watkins said: 
“This is the first finding 
this year in Wales and 
reminds us all of the risk 
of avian influenza 
infection. 

“Bird keepers must 
remain vigilant for signs 
of disease and I cannot 
stress enough the 
importance of practicing 
the very highest levels of 
biosecurity. 

“The main source of 
infection to captive birds 
is wild waterfowl, and 
biosecurity measures 
must address both direct 


and indirect spread of 
infection to areas where 
domestic birds are kept. 

“Birds of prey such as 
buzzards are probably 
infected by eating 
affected waterfowl and 
are unlikely to play a role 
in transmission. The 
movement of poultry 
should be minimised, and 
clothing and equipment 
should always be 
cleansed and disinfected 


before and after their 
use.” 

If members of the 
public find dead wild 
waterfowl, or gulls, or 
five or more dead wild 
birds of other species in 
the same location, they 
should report them to the 
Defra helpline on: 03459 
33 55 77 or email: 
defra .helpline @ defra .gsi. 
gov.uk. 


Greg Lloyd, the 
Welsh Ambulance 
Service’s operations 
manager for the Cardiff 
and Vale Health Board 
area, said: “We’re 
sincerely sorry to Mr 
Mackie as we 
appreciate how 
distressing this wait 
must have been for 
him. 

“The whole health 
system in the area has 
come under sustained 
pressure in recent 
weeks, which has 
resulted in delays in 
handing over patients 
at the University 
Hospital of Wales. 

“Handover delays 
represent a poor 
experience for our 
patients and staff, as 
well as compounding 
the risks to patients in 
the community who 
may need our care and 
for whom we have 
limited available 
resources when our 
ambulances are delayed 
at hospital. 

“We continue to 
work with our health 
board colleagues to 
improve patient flow, 
including through the 
introduction of a 
hospital ambulance 
liaison officer at the 
emergency department. 

“We would like to 
reiterate our apologies 
to Mr Mackie and 


would be keen to talk 
to him to discuss his 
care in more detail. In 
the mean time we hope 
he is making a good 
recovery.” 

A Welsh 
Government 
spokesperson said the 
NHS was working hard 
to address the problem. 

“The new ambulance 
response model was 
devised by clinicians 
and is ensuring patients 
in the most need of an 
immediate intervention 
receive the fastest 
response to optimise 
their chances of a good 
outcome. 

“It is important to 
recognise people who 
are in imminent danger 
of loss of life or limb 
receive a response in 
an average of around 
four to five minutes 
and for serious, but not 
immediately life- 
threatening calls, the 
wait is generally 
around 20 minutes.” 

He added: “We have 
been open about the 
pressures across the 
urgent and emergency 
care system over recent 
weeks that have 
occasionally resulted in 
some people waiting 
longer than we would 
expect to receive an 
ambulance response. 
The NHS is working 
hard to address this.”

back with Welsh 
amateur caps and true 
leadership qualities. 

Terry was bom in 
Llanrwst, north Wales 
in 1937 and attended 
Llanrwst Grammar 
School. 

He played for local 
clubs Llandudno and 
Colwyn Bay, and 
appeared for 
Nottingham Forest as a 
youth. 

After RAF National 
Service in 1958, he 
went to Loughborough 
University where he 
studied teaching and 
starred for the first XI 
football team alongside 
a very young Bob 
Wilson of future 
Arsenal and Scotland 
fame. 

In the summer of 
1961, while combining 
his playing with 
teaching in Hatfield, the 
then manager of Bamet, 
Wally Lyons, signed 
Terry. At that time a 
certain Tommy 
Docherty was learning 
his trade coaching at 
Underhill. 

Terry made his Bees 
debut on August 31 of 
that year in a 5-1 
Underhill win against 
Hornchurch. 

In his first two 
seasons, Terry helped 
the club to two runners- 
up positions in the 
Athenian League before 
taking over as captain in 
1963. Bamet then won 
successive league titles

in 1963-64 and 1964- 
65. 

Club goal machine 
Les Eason was just 20 
when he joined the club 
in 1965. 

He said: “It was 
Terry that we younger 
players looked up too. 

“He would look after 
us and advise us as far 
as contracts were 
concerned and on the 
way the club was mn 
generally. You could put 
your full trust in him. 

“If we all decided 
that the win bonus 
should increase Terry 


was the man. 

“It came so naturally 
to him to be the link 
between the players and 
the club officials...” 

The game which 
featured the own goal 
that Terry used to refer 
to was in January 1965 
and the Third Round of 
the FA Cup. Bamet 
hosted Preston North 
End and it was 2-2 with 
five minutes to go when 
Terry attempted a 
clearance that flew into 
the Barnet net, leading 
to a 2-3 defeat. 

Terry was selected 
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for the Great Britain 
Olympic Football 
squad, preparing for the 
1964 games in Tokyo 
and won 10 Welsh 
Amateur Caps, 
captaining Wales 
against England. 

He toured Africa 
with the Middlesex 
Wanderers in the 
summer of 1965 visiting 
Kenya, Rhodesia, 
Zambia and Uganda. 

His final team game 
for Bamet was in May 
1966 in a 1-1 draw at 
Merthyr Tydfil - an 
occasion, as a proud 
Welshman, that he 
enjoyed. 

After his playing 
days, Terry was 
appointed North West 
Director of Coaching by 
the Football Association 
and after a successful 
period with the FA he 
joined the Welsh FA as 
Director of Coaching 
and Development. 

His work was then 
recognised by FIFA 
who appointed him as 
Technical Director 
which resulted in him 
visiting many countries 
throughout the world. 

He attended 

numerous European and 
World Cup matches 
representing FIFA as 
Technical Match 
Assessor. To obtain that 


sort of respect from 
within the game is 
simply wonderful. 

After retiring Terry 
moved to Llantwit 
Major where golf took 
up a lot of his spare 
time. 

He achieved a single 
figure handicap and was 
a very popular member 
of his beloved 
Southemdown Golf 
Club, and in later years 
he toured Ireland and 
France with fellow club 
members. 

His neighbour and 
friend Colm O’Shea, 
who has been so very 
kind in helping me pen 
this tribute, said: “Terry 
especially loved to 
reminisce about his 
playing days with 
Barnet and his biggest 
regret was always that 
own goal! He attended a 
Barnet players’ reunion 
only a couple of years 
ago. He was a modest 
man, a dear friend and 
liked by all who met 
him.” 

Terry passed away on 
February 19 and is 
survived by his 
daughter Rebecca. 

His funeral will take 
place at 11am Tuesday, 
March 13 at the Cardiff 
and Glamorgan 
Cemetery.

already in the process of 
clearing the partial 
blockage in a manhole at 
Vale Court on the main 
sewer from Murch Road 
towards the railway 
line.” 

Welsh Water is due to 
inspect manholes within 
the Murch Junior School 
grounds when a suitable 
time can be arranged. 

Cllr Crowley added: 
“We’re pleased Welsh 
Water have heeded our 
call and are carrying out 
such a thorough 
inspection of the system.

‘Beware fake police officers 9 
WARN SOUTH WALES POLICE 


POLICE in South Wales are warning the 
public to be cautious and vigilant, after a 
number of people have reported being 
contacted someone claiming to be a police 
officer - who then uses an elaborate story 
in an attempt to get the victim to hand 
over significant amounts of money. 

This week alone, South Wales Police has received 
at least eight reports of calls of this nature being 
made to people in Cardiff, while similar reports 
have been made by residents in the Vale on an 
almost daily basis. 

In some of the instances, the victims were told 
their cards had been cloned or they had been a 
victim of fraud, and they were asked to provide their 
bank details. 

During other calls, the victims were told a family 
member had been arrested, while others were told to 
visit cashpoints and draw out thousands of pounds 
to hand over to a ‘courier’ who would collect the 
money from their home. 

In all of the cases, the person calling claimed to 
be a detective and was so convincing that some of

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SNOW BRINGS CHAOS 
- AND A FEW HEROES!

ON St David’s Day, 
March 1, a heavy 
snowstorm 
descended on Wales 
leading to days of 
disruption across 
the Vale and 
Bridgend. 

Schools were closed, 
transport services 
cancelled, villages cut 
off and vehicles stuck in 
snowdrifts. 

In fact, St Athan was 
a British Isles record- 
breaker with snowfall of 
51cm (20 inches). 

People were forced to 
abandon cars - a couple 
stuck in a lane at St 
Mary Church had to be 
rescued. 

Council staff worked 
around the clock, first to 
grit roads, and then, after 
the snow arrived, to 
clear them. In rural 
areas many routes were 
closed from Friday until 
early this week. 

In Sully, a gritting 
truck was completely 
submerged in snow. But 
the adversity brought out 
the best in people and 
there were many reports 


of people helping one 
another (see GEM letters 
page). 

Mr Jeff Baker 
commented: “My wife 
and I, who are in our 
70s, live in the village of 
Monknash and since 
Thursday we, like many 
others, were cut off by 
snowdrifts, some more 
than six feet deep. 

“A local farmer and 
his wife did attempt to 
reach us by tractor. 

They ended up walking 
a considerable distance 
to check on our welfare 
and we were very 
grateful.” 

On Monday Mr Baker 
was relieved to see two 
large diggers driven by 
farmers clearing snow so 
people would be able to 
receive an emergency 
response, if needed, or 
be able to attend an 
appointment. 

In Llantwit Major, the 
coastguard rescue team 
used a 4x4 vehicle to 
ferry people around and 
take a woman who had 
broken her arm to 
hospital.

Porthcawl used social 
media to build up a 
group of 4 x 4 owners 
who helped get essential 
workers to where they 
needed to be, and also to 
help out with any 
unexpected calls. It was 
co-ordinated by a retired 
police officer, Kerry 
Marlow. 

The extreme 
conditions took their toll 
on many vehicles - on 
Monday morning drivers 
on the Llantwit to 
Cowbridge road 
complained that a 
collapse in the road 


surface had led to 
damaged tyres and 
wheels. 

Early this week, 
Bridgend County 
Borough Council 
(BCBC) said that its 
social services 
department had 
confirmed that all 
homecare calls were 
going ahead as planned. 

By Tuesday, things 
across Bridgend and the 
Vale were getting back 
to normal. 

At 1pm on Tuesday, 
Five Mile Lane reopened 
and Llandow Recycling 


Centre re-opened too. 

Councils emphasised 
there was reduced access 
in rural areas and that if 
the normal collection 
day had not gone ahead 
as planned, to take 
rubbish or refuse back 
inside until the next 
scheduled day.

“We don’t want to be 
absorbed into a greater 
Cardiff council, and it’s 
not acceptable for 
Labour Ministers to try 
and force it through 
without local support.” 

In the past, there were 
suggestions that the Vale 
Council could either 
merge with Bridgend 
County Borough Council 
or become part of a 
Greater Cardiff Council.

CAVRA rescue three people 
in Cowbridge snowdrift 


A Civil Aid Voluntary Rescue 
Association team rescued three people 
last Friday who were stuck in a 
snowdrift at The Herberts on the 
outskirts of Cowbridge. 

CAVRA is a voluntary organisation, which 
provides assistance during severe weather 
conditions and had been called in by South Wales 
Police Control after the Fire Service couldn’t get 
there. 

The team, with three 4x4 vehicles, battled 
through horrendous conditions to get there. 

The road was blocked and a farmer gave 
permission to go across his land. 


The team tracked down the vehicle with three 
people in it. They had been there for 12 hours in 
freezing conditions. 

The people were extricated via the boot of the 
car. They were put in the CAVRA Landrover and 
given food and warm drinks. 

The people were taken to Cowbridge Fire 
Station where they had more drinks to warm them 
up. 

Two were then taken to home addresses in 
Cardiff, and the other was taken to A & E at 
University Hospital of Wales for medical attention.

As the story develops 
it certainly threatens to 
go off the rails, but their 
sure hand ensures that 
while the climax feels a 
tad lacklustre, it doesn’t 
impact on the 
enjoyment of the film as 
whole. 

Jason Bateman can 
do these kinds of 
comedies in his sleep 
(and watching Horrible 
Bosses 2 you think he 
has) but his game- 
loving character, and 
issues with his brother, 
give him a slightly 
different edge here, 
while Rachel McAdams 
gets to exercise her 
rarely-used funny bone, 
and delivers a pleasing 
turn alongside him. 

While their game¬ 
playing friends are 
thinly sketched with 
sub-plots that don’t 
wholly hit the mark, it’s 
nice to see Sharon 
Horgan get an outing on 
the big screen, while 
Kyle Chandler and 
Jesse Plemons (as a 
divorcee policeman 
with a knack of being 
creepy) are very good 
value. 


The pacing is pretty 
good, however the 
film’s lurch into action 
film towards the end 
stretches credulity just a 
little bit too much and 
the whole notion of who 
is playing a game and 
who isn’t, while 
ambitious, does fall 
apart as the film speeds 
toward the end. 

But the direction of 
Daley and Goldstein 
(set to take on the 
seemingly poisonous 
chalice of the DC 
universe next with 
Flashpoint) takes this a 
step above many 
comedies of this ilk, 
and all in all makes for 
a satisfying and 
amusing way to spend 
100 minutes of your 
life. 

VERDICT: A 
worthwhile watch, 

Game Night isn’t a 
brave new spin on 
comedy, but it does 
offer a little more 
concept than you get 
with most, and the 
winning efforts of the 
cast, coupled with some 
great direction from 
John Francis Daley and 
Jonathan Goldstein, 
make this eminently 
watchable - in gaming 
terms, Game Night can 
pass Go! Enjoyable.

British Merchant 
Ships At War 
1939-1945 
REVIEWED 


THE author 

Bernard Edwards, 
who has settled in a 
tiny village in rural 
south Wales, 

pursued a sea-going 
career commanding 
ships trading 

worldwide for 
nearly 40 years. 

He is a prolific author 
and this, his latest, is a 
cracking read which 
brings home to the reader 
how much we in this 
country owe to the 
Merchant Navy. 

It tells the story of just 
some of those brave 
seamen, volunteers all, 
who manned the thin line 
of grey-painted ships that 
stretched from horizon to 
horizon, keeping 

Britain’s vital sea lanes 
open in the face of a 
determined and ruthless 
German and Japanese 
enemy. 

Some 2,535 British 
ocean-going merchant 
ships were sunk and, of 
the 185,000 men and 
women serving in the 
British Merchant Navy at 
the time, 36,749 
sacrificed their lives. A 
further 4,707 were 


wounded and more than 
5,000 ended up in 
prisoner of war camps. 

One of the ships sunk 
was The Winkleigh, a 
5,055-ton Cardiff tramp 
owned by WJ Tatem who 
- as Lord Glanely - was 
the leading racehorse 
owner before the war, 
and who was killed in a 
bombing raid at Weston 
Super-Mare. 

Using casebook 
examples this well 
researched book tells the 
inspiring story of those 
brave civilian volunteers 
who fought so gallantly 
to defend their ships and 
cargoes. 

Their casualty rate of 
25 per cent was second to 
only the RAF Bomber 
Command’s. 

The author says that 
even today, more than 70 
years since it all ended, 
this country is still 
heavily in their debt. One 
thing certain is that 
author Bernard Edwards 
has done them proud in 
the hardback book of 233 
pages published by Pen 
and Sword at £19.99. See

Author’s new hook 
draws on his days 
as a young reporter 


Jake ’ E Agrees 



David Simmonds. 

EVER wondered 
how those hot-shot 
TV reporters 

started their 

careers? 

A new book by 
Penarth author David 
Simmonds, a former 
BBC journalist himself, 
might shed some light on 
that subject - although 
David emphasises that 
most of the book is 
actually ‘fake news’. 

“ Jake’s Progress is 
very much a work of 
fiction, although much of 
the setting and some of 
the situations Jake 
encounters come from 
my own days as a trainee 
reporter on weekly 
newspapers in the south 
Wales valleys in the early 
1970s”, he said. 

“The story is set in 
1986: Jake has just 
graduated from a Welsh 
university and is starting 
his first job on a small 



valleys newspaper, 
leaving behind the dying 
embers of a love affair in 
London. 

“He’s very keen and 
has some success early 
on, but things get a bit 
complicated when he 
gets involved with two 
would-be freedom 
fighters who are set on 
kidnapping the Lord 
Lieutenant of the county 
in a bid to demonstrate 
their commitment, and an 
embittered Minister 
whose plans for the same 
man are much more final. 

“Jake’s personal life 
gets sticky too when he 
becomes very attracted to 


a beautiful fellow 
reporter, and his soon-to- 
be ex falls for one of the 
freedom fighters. It all 
comes to an explosive 
climax - literally.” 

David describes Jake’s 
Progress, which is on 
sale at Griffin Books on 
Windsor Road in Penarth 
town centre, as “a darkly 
comic tale of romance, 
revenge and reporting”. 

He added: “Most of 
my time on weekly 
papers wasn’t nearly as 
exciting as Jake’s, but I 
still remember that 
period of my life with 
great fondness.” 


New Flybe jobs at Cardiff 
Airport are ahead of schedule 


THE regional airline Flybe 
has announced that it has 
created more jobs at Cardiff 
Airport than originally 
planned. 

When Flybe opened its new base 
at Cardiff Airport with a 10-year 
agreement in June 2015, the forecast 
was that it would create 50 new jobs 
to support the two Embraer jets. 

In under three years, the airline 
now employs 62 staff at the airport 


and has created another 100 indirect 
jobs in ground handling and 
engineering support services there.

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Wales RL CEO 
shares his thoughts 
for the future... 


The Wales under-23 side returned from 
the Commonwealth Championships in 
Australia last week and Wales Rugby 
League CEO Chris Thair has discussed 
the legacy for the sport. 

He said: “Legacy is always a discussion point 
around any major sporting event and whilst there 
is no funding or an official legacy programme to 
the recent Rugby League Commonwealth 
Championships, the 20 players and staff from 
Wales who participated in this Nines tournament 
with distinction, have ensured the sport in Wales 
and globally has taken another positive step 
forward. 

“There will always be difficulty in getting a 
new team sport into the main Commonwealth 
Games due to the cost and logistical implications 
this would bring to the Games, however rugby 
league is now one step closer to doing so 
following the recent conclusion of the successful 
2018 Rugby League Commonwealth 
Championships in Australia. 

“If rugby league were to become part of the 
Commonwealth Games then this would bring 
huge benefits to the sports development across the 
globe, raising performance standards and 
participation rates due to increased investment by 
Sports Coucils. Especially for nations such as 
Wales who prioritise particular government and 
lottery funds to those sports in the games over 
those who aren't. 

“There are 70 participating nations in the 2018 
Commonwealth Games and whilst there is a good 
fit to first tier rugby league nations such as 
England, Australia and New Zealand there is also 
a strong overlap to those nations not at that stage 
of development such as Canada, Cook Islands, 

Fiji, India, Jamaica, Kenya, Northern Ireland, 
Nigeria, Pakistan, PNG, Samoa, Scotland, South 
Africa, Tonga and Wales. 

“Rugby League's global governing body, the 
Rugby League International Federation (RLIF), 
asked the Commonwealth Games Federation over 
five years ago how the sport could become part of 
the Commonwealth Games. In their response they 
offered no guarantees however the Federation said 
rugby league must become a category 2 sport in 
order to be considered. It is currently category 3, 
and this status would be reviewed after the 2022 
Commonwealth Games. 

“In the meantime the Commonwealth Games 
Federation asked the RLIF to do commit to two 
programmes of work. Firstly, continue to establish 
and develop the sport in Commonwealth nations 
especially those in the Caribbean, Asia and Africa. 
Secondly and perhaps most importantly, commit 
to delivering a Commonwealth Championships 
around the Games themselves. 

“While officially recognised by the Federation, 
these events would receive no financial or 
logistical support from them.

The answer 
may be no however there can be doubt the sport 
had tried to do become part of the games and 
certainly moved a few steps forward into one day 
doing so. 

“If in 2022 or 2023 rugby league does get 
announced as being part of the 2026

Ultradistance 


New kit for Cogan Coronation 


race comes to 
Jenner Park 


SUNDAY, March 11, sees the 
return of ultradistance 
running to Jenner Park. 

Racing over such arduous distances 
pre-dates the modem Olympic Games 
and was very popular in the mid and 
late 19th century. In Wales too, many 
such races were held in Maindy 
Stadium, Cardiff, and the first sub-four 
hour 40 miles was achieved there in 
1967. 

The local equivalent at Barry was 
first held on the cinder track in 1986 
and was won by local athlete Mick 
McGeoch, who remains the race 
director today. 

After converting the track to a 
synthetic surface the following year, 
the Barry 40 has been held every year, 
and has earned its place as a cult event 
on the global ultra calendar. 

In the previous 31 editions no less 
than 61 world best performances have 
been set, and three Barry winners have 
gone on to win global titles - Carolyn 
Hunter-Rowe (1993), Simon Pride 
(1999) and Lizzy Hawker (2006). 

Last year an additional marathon 
event was added to the itinerary to give 
athletes a choice. The two races start 
simultaneously at 10am. 

The stand-out entry for this year is 
Steve Way of Bournemouth AC. Two 
years ago Steve made 3:54:52 appear 
effortlessly easy, and celebrated by 


taking his three dogs for a run on Barry 
Island beach before the race 
presentation. 

Last year Steve used the race as a 
springboard to the Comrades double 
marathon in South Africa, an event 
where he finished a brilliant ninth and 
was the first non-African to finish. 

A fascinating late entry for the 
marathon is that of Geoff Oliver. He is 
84! 

He has completed the 40 miles here 
on nine previous occasions, set 
multiple world bests en route, and his 
sole concession to age is the fact that 
he has found someone to drive him to 
the race from his home in 
Leicestersh ir e. 

Of local interest is the entry of Lisa 
Cleary - a Barry girl, she joined the 
local club age 11 and Jenner Park is 
like her second home. This will be her 
29th marathon, but first time on the 
track. 

The great thing about ultradistance 
is that every athlete has a tale to tell - 
a special reason for competing, if you 
like. 

Nine athletes are scheduled to start 
the 40 miles, and eight the marathon. 
They come from every corner of the 
UK, plus France and the United States, 
such is the universal appeal of this race 

As ever, the race will start at 10am 
and admission is free.

Robert puts up good 
fight at UK Open 


BRIDGEND’S Robert Owen 
was blitzed 11-3 in the semi¬ 
finals of the Coral UK Open at 
Minehead. 

The 33-year-old from the Ogmore 
Valley was delighted to reach the last 
four of a major tournament for the first 
time, but then failed to hit his best form 
against Corey Cadby. 

The highly-rated young Australian, a 
former world youth champion who 
turned professional only in January, 
had knocked out another Welshman, 
Gerwyn Price, in the previous round, 
and took command against Owen from 
the start. 

He led 9-0 at one stage and a 
whitewash looked possible, only for 
the Welshman to win three of the last 
five legs to give the scoreline some 
respectability. 

Cadby went on to lose 11-7 to 
Scotland’s Gary Anderson in the final. 
This was Owen’s most successful 


tournament since turning professional 
in 2014, surpassing his effort in 
reaching the quarter-finals of the Dutch 
Open last September and earning him 
his biggest cheque - for £17,500. 

In reaching the semi-finals of only his 
second televised tournament, he beat 
Michael Burgoine 6-4, Jamie Lewis 
10-2, Nathan Rafferty 10-9, Ian White 
10-7 and former world champion John 
Part 10-3. 

The tournament was played in front of 
a restricted crowd because of safety 
fears brought on by the bad weather. 
Owen, known on the circuit as Stack 
Attack, will be disappointed not to 
have made more of an impression in 
front of the TV cameras against Cadby, 
but also pleased to have reached the 
last four of a major tournament for the 
first time. 

He will be hoping his performance will 
help kickstart a rise up the world 
rankings.
